MURRAY BARNES 


Talks to John Economos 


I walked into Australia’s World Cup training camp where the players were based, pre 


ring for their World Cup 


match against New Zealand, to speak to Australia’s captain, Murray Barnes. The squad had just finished a session, 
and were resting, all with the exception of Barnes, who had gone out to have lunch with Prince Charles at the Opera 
House. On his return, we sat down in the Bel-Air dining room and conversed. Here is a-brief story on Murray Barnes. 


The Australian captain, born in Sydney on January 16, 1954, is 
married to a lovely wife, Sally. They have a one-year-old son, 
Lachlan. 

Barnes started ietks Bree! in the Ku-ring-gai district, then 
was absorbed into the Hakoah juniors. In 1972, Hakoah sent 
Murray, together with two other players, to England to the First 
Division club, Leeds United,to spend one year. He had top 
coaching under the vigilant eye of manager Don Revie, later 
England's boss. This proved to be a magnificent investment by the 
Hakoah club (now Sydney Slickers) and Australia was to benefit 
as well. 

This big, strong, 6'1" lad, is not just a super sportsman. Barnes 
went to university and graduated with his Bachelor of Science 
degree majoring in Ecology. We asked Australia’s Soccer captain, 
the following questions. 

Q: Who was most influential in your Soccer career? 

A: Bobby Collins, who coached Hakoah after a distinguished UK career, 
He set up the deal for me to go to Leeds in 1972 and train with this top 
English club for a full year. My current coach, Eddie Thomson, also has 
been an enormous help to me, both as a team player in the past, and 
coaching. 

Q: What are some of your favourite foods? 

A: All Italian dinners. 
): Film stars? 

A: Peter O'Toole, Don Sutherland and Woody Allen. 

Q: Taste in cars? 

A: Lancia Beta. 

Q: Other sports or interests? 

‘A: Surfing, squash and bush-walking. 

: Best fiends? 
‘A: My wife Sally 
Q: Choice of players.?

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A: Cruyff, Phil Thomson, Liam Brady (for having the courage to leave 
English Soccer and go to Italy where the style is entirely different.) As far 
as local players, Willie Murray, I love skill, and fast Soccer. Not just the 
wild kicking that my club recently experienced in Melbourne against 
Footscray. I must include on the local scene, guys like Canberra's Brennan 
and Valeri, They are great. 

Q: Advice to juniors’ 

A: Each junior must listen to his coach eagerly. Set himself a specific 
goal to achieve and progressively work to realise this target. 

Q: What is your routine on the night before a match? 

A: Stay inside, have a good meal and just relax 

Q: On match day, any particular routine? 

A: None at all. Have breakfast, lunch, and rest, About midday I start to 
think about my game and get tensed up mentally for it 

Q: You've just returned from having lunch with Prince Charles at the 
Sydney Opera House. How did you find him? 

A: Intelligent and to the point. He told me that when he was in New 
Zealand, he was made aware of the great rivalry that exists between N.Z. 
and Australia, 

Q: Do you find this rivalry to be real? 

A: Yes I do. I personally get very keyed up against New Zealand. The 
tension build-up for these matches between the two countries i fantastic, 1 
love it and take it very seriously. The rivalry sky-rockets when we arrive in 
New Zealand, asthe Kiwi Prese gets on our backs from the outset, We re 
ready for this and love-it 

Q: How do you think this first match on Saturday in Auckland, will go? 

A: I do NOT predict results. But five of the New Zealand players played 
against Australia in 1977 when they drew with us 
1-1 and we killed them 3-1 in Sydney 

‘The fact that six N.Z. players are now playing in Australia in the PSL 
competition indicates the standard of the New Zealand domestic competi- 
tion is inferior to ours. 

Q: So what's the point you are making? 

A: Well, if their domestic competition is inferior to ours, surely a 
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superior competition like our PSL breed a superior national team, 
: How do you think New Zealand will tackle Australia on Saturday? 
A: Make no mistake, NZ fee! and believe they are stronger than us, and 
consequently will come forward and attack us from the start. Let's face it, 
they are in their own backyard, and if they don't do this now, they never 
will 
Gf When New Zealand does come forward, how will Australia handle 


A: No sweat. Australia’s defence is more than capable of holding them. 
Not only holding them, but hitting hard back at them. Australia is NOT 
negative. You know that 

}: There has been a lot of talk about Australia's overall selection being 
unsettled. Do you find any validity in these remarks 

You will always get this type of thing. But more important, what about 
New Zealand's side? For example, Turner's fitness. Great doubts over 
Sumner. Campbell's alleged refusal to stay in N.Z. till their team comes 
back to Australia for the return match in May. So who is unsettled? 

Q: ‘up, what's the bottom line, Murray? 

A: I hold no grudges against New Zealand. But when it comes to 
international Soccer with Australia, I feel very strongly that we will beat 
them in Auckland and again in Sydney. 1 want nothing more than to beat 
them and beat them well. The Socceroos’ spit is very strong on this point

6-7 hours work every day. 

The player has to have the high goa 20a] — the wish to go 
through and play for Manchester United, Liverpool or 
Arsenal for instance. 


In St George our Ul4, 15 and 16 players have two 
training sessions a week. For the best boys we pick out 
we supplement this with one or two sessions with the 
first team, 

From 11 to 13 are very valuable years, but at 15-16 if 
they do not receive proper fitness training they will 
never pick it up later. 

If a player has not 55 mg of oxygen per kilogram of 
weight he will never get to the top. 

A 15-year-old can start out on proper fitness training 
and in three months he can be doing 40 x 100 metres 
Tuns, every one of them in less than 15 seconds, 

He would not have thought this remotely possible 
when he started out.
